Tbr ad, rily w'iK:l) for some weeks b 


beeu ap.urent in masonic circles iu our bo 
ougb ca!miuatf,l mi lloinlay, when tl 
Centennial cH'tn-mion uf Biiatol Lodg 
No. K, A. Y. M. took place. In the mor 
ing Natu/c wore a not altogether smilin 
face, and ibe prospect fora pleasant da 
was not vary triglit. Bui, although tl 
sky continued lo wear a look of gloom, 
appropriate both lo the festive Easter se 
son which La 1 just been ushered In, and 
the occasion which was looked forward 
with so much interest by the masonic fra 
teruity, and tbe public lu general, there was 
very little bad weather to complain 
Everybody seemed to be interested iu th 
event of tbe day, aud tbe town put o 
a general holiday leak, which seemed t 
penetrate everywhere. Tha clouded hea1 


ens found no response to their lowerin 
forms among tbe good humored itud happ 
throng, who frit that as a Centennial doe 
not happen more than once in a lifetime 
one ought co be thoroughly enjoyed when 
does occur. 


About three o'clock lu the afiernoon th 


members of Bristol Lodge and their visitors 
representing, besides Bucks county lodges 
Gothic Lodge, No. 519, of Philadelphia 
Fraternal Lodge, No. 135, of Weal Troy 
N. T., aud other distant lodges, arrayed iu 
the familiar masonic uniform, and eat 
brother wearing a blue badge indicating th 
nature of the celebration, formed in line anc 
proceeded to the Baptist Church, where the 
main part of the exercises occurred. Lou; 
before tbe procession arrived at the church 
all the space allotted to the public was taken 
up, and extra accommodations bad to bi 
provided, and even then there was inade 
quate room. 


As the brethren filed slowly into the 


room the strains of Mendelssohn's wed 
ding; march 
floated 
melodiously 
npoi 


the air, and its joyous tones reverbrate< 
through tne church until everything waa 
quiet. 
Amid the profound silence, T'asl 


Master William Kinsey introduced Rev, 
Bro. Joseph S. Ci.ok, who invoked tiie di- 
vine blessing upon the occasion which 
brought them together. Ths pleasant voice 
of the minister, so fanoili ir to so many ol 
those who JistPned, was iu itself a benedic- 
tio.i, as if it carried a blessing wljerever its 
tones were hearJ. Tbe Choral Society con- 
tinued the service by singing Whitlier's 
Centennial Hymn, which, written for ail 
ages, is a? appropriate a psaim of thanksgiv- 
ing for* a masonic celebration, as the oue 
for wJiich it was written, seeing that It em- 
bodies so much that is exemplified iu tbe 
principles of Masonry. 
What could be 


more filling than tbe opening stanza: 


"'Our fatlter's God! from out whose hand 
The centuries 1'all like grains of/saod ' 
We meet to-day united, free, 
And loyal to aur land and Tbee, 
To thank Thee for the era done, 
And trust Ttiee for the opening one." 


Anil what more expressive than the closing 
one.' 


"Ofe AMCC tliou us through centuries Ions, 
In peace«ocure and justice strong; 
Around our gift ot freedom draw 
The £>afegagirdtiof Tby righteous law, 
Aud cast io«ome>divi!ier mould, 
Let the new cycle tAiflme the old." 


At the ciose of tbe singing,Uight Worshipful 
Grand Master Michael Xesbit delivered a 
short address, recounting the objects and 
benefits of the Masonic order, and giving a 
brief but graphic sketch of its origin in the 
dim ages of tbe remote past, and its 
triumphs over bitter political and religious 
persecutions, until it has become a synonym 
of the brotherhood of man all over the civi- 
lized world, recognized everywhere for its 
phiUnthropy and good ivoiks. A selection 
by Uw oicbestia of aire ftrini 1*1 Trovature 
preeaeded the most interesting .feature of 
tbe «xeicises, the historical address by B. 
F. GrUtoeson,Esq. This presefited in a clear, 
concise style, an I wkb an eslieustivenflss 
wb'cli gives it permanent value, a*fcetch of 
the Lodge from its formation oae {hundred 
years ago up to tbe present lime, 
ing that it will be read with ni< 
dinaiy interest, we piesent it in full. Iti3; 
as follows: 
• 


Upon the 15th of March, 17SO, a warrant 


was issued by the R, W.. the Proviqcial 
Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, William 
Ball being K. W. Utxwl Master; William 
Shute, Deputy Granil Master ; Alexander 
Rutherford, Senior Grand Warden; Jacob 
Howell, Junior Grand Warden, appointing 
aud recognizins;:— 


Brother John Clark, W. Master; 
" 
Samuel Benezet, S. W ; 
" 
Dr. William Mcllvaine, J. W., 


"to hold a lodge of Free and Accepted Ma- 
nns at the lown of Bristol in tbe State of 
Itennsylvania, or anywhere within 6 miles 
from said Town, Number 25." 


•flihn Clark, the first Master of tbe Lodge, 


wet an officer in tbe British Army, residing 
in Onm country upon leave of absence, his 
regiment being then in the West Indies. 
•He was a man of considerable local promi- 
nence, much wealth, and lived upon Belle 
Mead farm, near Bristol. 


Samuel Beuezet, tbe first Senior Warden, 


was a man well known and greatly respect- 
ed in the county, and bad filled njuny im- 
portant offices. Dr. William Mcllvaine, tbe 
nrst Junior Warder, was a man of high 
social position, aud a member of a family 
who for many years were of considerable 
social importance in Bucks county. 


Samuel Benezet and Dr. William Mcll- 


vaine lived in tbe township of Beusalem. 


Upon March 29th, 1780—just one bun- 


dled years ago to-day, tha first Lodge of 
Free and Accepted Masens ever held at 
Bristol was opened, but iu what building 
they assembled, no man living can tell, for 
tbe minutes are entirely silent upon tbe 
question. 


Tlie minutes of the first meeting are so 


very abort that I will give them in full: 


"At a Ludge of Free and Accepted Ma- 


.sous met and opened in due fortu iu tbe 
Borouah of Bristol, Commonwealth of 
' Pennsylvania, in the year of Masonry 5780 
sand of Salvation 1780, March 29th: 


"Present- 


John Clark, Esq., W. M., iu the chair; 
Samuel Benezet, S. W.; 
Wiliam Mcllvaine, J. W.; 
Tyrringham Palmer, Senior Deacon ; 
Patrick Griffith, Junior Deacon. 


•"Col. Joseph Mcllvaine, Doctor Samuel 


Bio Jtnfield, Messis. Samuel Priestly, Daniel 
Kei medy, and John Dowdney; who hav- 
ing 
for a considerable time applied lo he- 


corn e members of tbis Lodge, during which 
lime 
tbe brethren were sufficiently ac- 


quai nted with their characters, and there- 
tore proceeded immediately to the balloting 
of tl lein, and they were unanimously ap- 
prov; «1 of. 


WHOLE NO. 399. 


'Lodge closed in good harmony and due 


f( rm, tmlf-past 0 o'clock.'1 


There is no mention made of the adoption 


by the Lodge ot any By-Laws in the min- 
utes nf the (irst meeting, but they must 
have liern adoritnd, either at that meetin- 
or perhaps by the officers previously, for the 
first lecnrd in ihe old minute book shows 
the By-Laws ol Bristol Lodge, No 25. 


Some of these By-Laws are well woith 


especial mention now. They show that the 
men who laid the foundations of Bristol 
Lodge were animated with the tine Ma- 
some spirit of benevolence, for tho 14lh Ar- 
ticle of the Bj-Laws provides for a charity 
fund, and directs that "every brother shall 
pay oue shilling per month of twenty-eight 
days, to said fund, aud if not paid every 
second Lodge night, us it falls due, it must 
be paid on tbe Lodge night before each St. 
John's Day, 07- be excluded, except a brother 
be sick, broad, at sea, or have some oilier 
reasonable and satisfactory excuse." 


They also show that the Lodge intended 


to fulful the Masonic law of Brotherly Love, 
and prevent trouble and disputes amon= tho 
brethren, for at the close of Article 12 it is 
provided "that no brother shall sue or go to 
law with another in ordinary cases, until 
first he admonishes him as Before mention- 
ed, and makes his complaint to the Lodge, 
and if satisfaction cannot be made, then the 
party aggrieved shall obtain leave from the 
chair to apply to the civil court lor the ie- 
covery of his just demands." 


They also show the watchful care and 


oversight intended to be Kept over the 
brethren, for the 18th Article provides "That 
any brother who shall curse, or swear, (ex- 
cept it be in a lawful way,) for the first of- 
fense, shall pay one shilling, six pence ; for 
tho second, three shillings; for the third, 
five shillings, and for the forth, be excluded 
Irom the Lodge." 


They also show a reverence for and fa- 


miliarity with the Sacred Scriptures, "lhat 
great light in Masonry," for tho 12th Article 
ol the By-Laws provides "That no brother 
shall make any complaint to the Lodge lor 
any trespass or fault whatsoever, without 
irst admonishing him as directed by St. 
Matthew, 18 chapter, luth, lOlh and 17th 
verses: 
'If thy brother shall trespass 


against thee, go and tell him his fault he- 
,ween thee and him alone ; if he shall hear 
liee thou hast gained thy brother. But if 
he will not hear thee. then lake wilh thee 
one or two more; that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every word way be 
established. And if he shall neglect to'hear 
hem, tell it to the Church ; but if he ne- 
glect to hear the Chinch, let him be unto 
ihee as a heathen man aud a publican.'" 


I have occupied tiiis much of your time 


with these old By-Laws,because I d'eem them 
well worthy of attention in these later days. 
I wish all of our Lodges were now pos- 
essed of the spirit of our [irst brethren, 
a shown by these extracts from their By- 
jaws; if such were tho case, Masonry 
would indeed "flourish like the green bay 
ree," and our Lodzes would call forth tho 
emark from those "outside the craft, "Be- 
hold bow good and joyful a Ihitig it is for 
'iretbreu to dwell together iu unity." 


As I- read these old By-Laws, and note 


lie great wisdom, true charity and God- 
earing humility of our forefathers in the 
Lodge, I cease to wonder that the iustltu- 


on they founded in this town of ours has 
asted so long, or ibat the foundations they 


llv.ilne and Chmles Beswnett, being ap- 
poinled to rent a suitable place for 11 Lodeo 
room, reported they had done so, and had 
agwed to enter inti) an obligation forone 
hundred pounds, ami pay twonty silver dol- 
lars per annum rent, exclusive of taxes." 
Upon wliich the sense of the Lodge, was 
taken by a vote, whether they would sup- 
port 
said brethren in case of accident, 


whereby they might become liable, and It 
passed In the affirmative. 
The minutes do 


not show just whoie this place was, but 1 
am told it, was at the house owned by Hugh 
Tomb, standing then upon the spot now 
occupied by the house of Joseph S. Kinsey. 


During tho years 17SO aud 1781, Dispen- 


sations appear to have been numerous, ow- 
ing £ suppose to the unsettled state of the 
country, bin great care seems always to 
have beon exercised a? to the character of 
the candidates for Masonic privileges. 


In Ha}, 1781, it appears tho Lodge had 


some trouble with the Treasurer, in refer- 
ence to his accounts, and called him to ac- 
count, and finally, at the Juno meeting of 
lhat year, expelled Jacob Shullus, the Treas

In December, 1781, the first effort to 


tamper with tho Uy-Laws was made, but It 
was promptly and sternly voted down. 
In May, 1781, the cornrnitlee appointed at 
"the last stated night to report a projwr de- 
viceaud motto fora seal," reported they had 
procured a seal, and an Impression thereof 
was made upon the minute book; time, 
however, has so nearly effaced it that it is 
now impossible to decipher it. 


Ic August, 17S2, tho Lodge beconiin» 


alarmed at some practices which had grown 
up in the Grand Lodge, addressed a respect- 
ful letter of censure to that body, callhi" 
their attention In rather plain terms to the 
matters complained, of, and demandin" an 
immediate investigation. 
What becamT> of 


the matter afterwards, however, docs not 
appear, there being no 
fuither mention 


made of it upon the minutes. 


Iu November, 1783, In obedience to an 


order from the Grand Lodge, the Initiation 
fee was raised to six pounds. 


lu October, 1783, the brethren bavin* 


found it very inconvenient to attend In reg- 
ular rotation to open the Lodge, make the 
fires, &c., Brother Goslina proposed that he 
would keep the key, and procure a person 
who should in future make every necessa- 
ry preparation, for which the Lodge agreed 
to pay him three shillings per month. 


At the June meeting, 1784, the subject 


of building a new Lodge room being under 
consideialion, it was resolved "That brother 
William Hodman, Treasurer of this Lod"e, 
do immediately purchase, with what ciTsli 
he has in hand belonging lo Ibis Lodge, 
a number of tickets in the first class of the 
Pennsylvania State Lottery, all risk and ex- 
penses attending to the said purchase, to be 
borne by this Lodge." The brethren evi- 
dently believing that they might in tbis way 
procure the necessary funds lor the desired 


est took place iu the Lodge? The membm 
becoming u,ora and moie negligent of their 
duties, It seemed to be useless to conlluuo 
meeting, and accordingly upon Dec. 8d, 
1801, the Lodge suspended Its labors untl 
January Oth, ISlli, when work was agal" 
lesutned, with tho approval of the Grand 
Lodge.

But, alas, for the failure of human 
expectations! The tickets purchased only 
drew blanks, and the money Invested was 
lost. 


During the years 1784 and 178},theie 


seems to have been great difficulty jn ob- 
taining the attendance of Ibe members at 
tho regular meetings, aud at the closn "f 
17S5, the fine for non-attendance was raised 
to one shilling, sis pence. 


In these two last ycars,howpver,tbe Lodge 


received some few new members—one of 
them Brother John Fitch, initiated Jan. 4th, 
17S5, whose inventive faculties were di- 
rected to tbe application of steam power in 
1788, to tho propulsion of boats ; and in 
the experiments made "with oars that were 
worked in frames," in Irips from Philadel- 
phia to Burlington, Bristol and Trenton, 
has made a new era in history, deserves, 
and it time would permit, should receive 
more than this passing notice. 


Another bnother, Aaron J). Woodrough, 


initiated Sept. 6th, 1785, died while Grand 
Master of New Jersey. The jewels and 
furniture of Bristol Lodge, No. 25, were, at 
his death, June 28th, 1817, ordered to be 
clothed in mourning. 


At the meeting held June 24lh, 1786, a 


circular letter was received from the Grand 
Secietary, requesting the Lodce "to appoint 
some suitable, member to represent said 
Lodge at the quarterly communication, to 
be held in Philadelphia, in Sept. next, that 
the Grand Lodge may take the sense of all 
the Lodges under their jurisdietiou, upon a 
motion made and seconded, foi declaring 
said Grand Lodge independent of tho Grand 
Lodge of Great Britain."

Brother John Clark (the first Master), was 
unanimously chosen to represent Bristol 
Lodge, No. 25, at said communication. 


Subsequent minutes show that Brother 


Clark attended the communication of the 
Provincial Grand Lodge at Philadelphia, 
Sept 26th, 1780, and as a representative of 
Bristol Lodge, No. 25, assisted in the for- 
mation nf the present Giand Lodge. 
The 


Colonial wariant of Bristol Lodge, No. 25, 
was surrendered, tiie Independent Grand 
Lodge ot Pennsylvania constituted, and the 
present warrant, datt^d July Oth, 1787, was 
by said Grand Lodge granted. This new 
warrant was received in our Lodge upon 
August 29th, 1780. 


The Lodge appears to bave been in great 


financial prosperty during the year 1780, for 
at the June meeting of that year a resolu- 
tion was passed giving all the funds of the 
Lodge, now (so the resolution read,) lying 
idle in the handi of the Treasurer, to the 
Episcopal Church, Bristol, which was ac- 
cordingly done. 
That the brelhren had 


a high regard for the church appeals, not 
only from the fact I bave just slated, but 
the minutes of December 29th, 1789, show 
the election of Reverend Brother Dr. John 


i, as Grand Representative, and as 


also appears, that on motion, it was re- 
solved unanimously thai the thanks of this 
Lodge bo presented to theii worthy Brother, 
Iheliev. Dr. John Andrews, for his excel- 
lent sermon delivered before them this day, 
and that hi be requested to favor them wilh 
a copy of tbe same for publication. Through 
the kindness of Brother P. M., William 
Kinsey, I have been able to obtain a printed 
copy of this sermon (probably tbe only copy 
now extant). Upon the title page, it is 
said, "A sermon ®n tlie Importance of Mu- 
tual kindness, preached at St. James' 
Church, Bristol, December 27tb, 1789, be- 
ing the anniversary of St. Johu, the Evan- 
gelist, before the brethren of Lodge, No. 25, 
by Rev. John Andrews, D.D., Rector of 
St. James', Bristol, and Professor of Rbeto- 
(ic and Belles Letters in the College and 
Academy, of Philadelphia." 


Upon the next page appears the resolu- 


tion of Bristol Lodge, above mentioned, and 
then follows the sermon. Tbe text was 
from tbe Gospel of St. John, 13th chapter, 
35th verso-: "By this shall all men know 
that ye are my disciples; If ye love one an- 
other." 


11 is an able and eloquent production,

Upon Sept. 18tb, 1700, a lot for a new 


hall was purchased from Archibald McEI- 
roy for 30 pounds.

' F r o m 1812 to 1S22, the Lodge continued 
to have groat prosperity, and many uew 
members weie added to it, the most pram- 
Ineiil being ihe Into John Fox, President 
Judge of this Judicial District, iultiatod 
June 24th, 1814, and Don Louis De Oui» 
Minister Plenipotentiary from to thoUnitoa 
SUtes, initiated by dispensation Juno azihi 
lols-. 


Don Do Oiiis was, ills said, a remarkable 


man, of considerable attainments, high iu 
he confidence of the Spanish Crown, and 
became warm y attached lo the principles 
ol Masonry. II0 waa foi several years a 
res dent of Bristol, then quite a fashionable 
watering place on account of tho Bath 
Springs. 


Upon June 111!,, 1818, a Grand Visitation 


by the Grand Master, and all tho officers of 
tb« Giaud Lodge to Bristol Lodge, No. 20 
to place. The minutes for the preceding 
year were examined by the Grand Secretary 
George 11. Baker, and a very lengthy report 
covering several pages of the minute book 
was made by the Grand Secretary, all of 
which fully appeals, aud this report is well 
worth the attention of all Masons who de- 
sire to see the way tho Graud Lodeo ofthat 
day directed tho minutes to be kept, as well 
as the language used by the Grand Secre- 
tary. 


After, 1822, however, tho Lodge began to 


languish, and from that year until 1825, 
very little interest seems to bave been taken 
in the work by the members. 


No Committee of Ways and Means cauld 


furnish the wherewithal lo continue, nor 
could tho active, slienuous exertions of tbe 
faithful few, enlist ihe support aud sympa- 
thy of tho backsliding many, and an era of 
daikuessfor Masonry commenced io Bris- 
tol, aud continued for 2;t years, during 
which time many other Lodges, who had 
likewise been straining every neive for life 
surrendered their wan ants, and vacated 


placet as component parts of tho 
Lodge of Pennsylvania. Upon the 
r December, 1825, the Lodge met for 


the last time, as it was then supposed. 
I here were present at that meetiii": Dr. 
John Phillips, W. M.; I. P. Morris, S. W.; 
James II. Scott, J. w.; David Dorrauce. 
Treasurer; William F. Swift, Secretary 
and Isaac Pitcher. A Master Masons' 
Lodge was opened at high twelve lu ancient 
lorm, and after Ihesebrethren had solemnly 
and*adly Initiated each other In their re- 
spective stations, tbe Lodge closed in har- 
mony to remain closed fora period of23 
years. 
Thus ends our retrospect of tho 


eailicr years of the Lodge, from its incep- 
tiou, through its struggles for continuity, nf 
existence, to the putioo wnen liope folded 
her wings, and the light upon tho altar 
burnt low, flickered and expired. 


Many of you here present, as you turn 


over the tablets ot your memory, and carry 
your thoughts back to boyhood, can re- 
member the old hall standing silent and 
unoccupied, save by the janitor in the base- 
ment, lor many long years. 
But few of 


you can remember, however, the period 
when the liule baud ofsleadfasl Masons 
locked ihe door for the last time, and went 
to their homes, feeling lhat their labors had 
been for naucht, and that the dark days 
had indeed come. 
The circumstances attending the resuscita- 
tion of the Lodge in Bristol, iu 1848, can 
best be gathered fiom an address delivered 
by lhat worthy man and estimable Mason, 
Brother Past Masler Daniel M. Kelm, upon 
vacating the chair of ihe Worshipful Master 
—:ind lot me sa> here, that to the efforts of 
13i other Keim, more ihau to any other one 
man, are we indebted for the revival of Ma- 
sonry among us. The address of Brother 
Keim is so lull and appropriate, lhat 1 copy 
that part of it, relating to the resuscitation of 
theLudge,verbatim, llesaye: "Duringlhe 
year 1S47, an Incident connected with my 
occasional walks in und around our ancient 
Borough, (irst led uie to the knowledge of 
the existence of a Masonic temple in our 
midst. Its halls were deserted and deso- 
late, and those who had once known It, ap- 
peared to know ii no more. 
My attention 


was arrested by tha simple yet universal 
emblems of tbe Craft, so modestly grouped 
over the main entrance of an iHolated yet 
peculiar siruclure, and I lingered dome lime 
to examine more closely its peculiar aud 
general detail. While thus engaged, a ven- 
erable citizen of the Borough, wilh whom 
I had bad some pievious acquaintance, ap- 
proached me, and upon interrogating' him, 
lie quaintly communicated lo me its ante- 
cedent history, closing his remarks with an 
evident indication of pride, by the informa- 
tion that he himself hud been in member- 
ship -vith the Lod^e, and was its Tyler at the 
closetol ils labois. It became but the work 
of a few minutes for a closer confidence to 
he begotten between us, and many of the 
facts then elicited became the fundamental 
starling point for after rpseaicb. 
That 


brother was Charles Riloy Senior. 
A few 


dajs afterward, upon a visit to the Post Of- 
fice, I was informed hy tbo then Postmas- 
ter, now Brother P. M., William Klnsey, 
that he believed be had iij his possession a 
document referring to the Lodge in question, 
aud upon Ils being produced and delivered 
lo me, it proved to be the present warrant 
of the Lodge." 


1 find that Brother Helm's address is too 


long lo continue iu bis exact words, and 
therefore I will have to abbreviate it. 
Some days afterwards Brother Keim was 
visited by Brother Kinsey, and my late hon- 
ored father, Andrew W. Gilkeson, wu'o pro- 
duced tbe original Deed of Trust, which 
had been found by my father among the 
papers of tbe late William F. Swift, the 
Secretary of ihe Lodge at tbe lime it closed 
in 1825. 
Finding that one of Ihe brelhern 


named in Ihe deed as a Trustee was still 
living, (the venerable Brother John S. Ben- 
ezet, now deceased,) Brother Keim sought 
him out In Philadelphia, and found him not 
only willing but anxious to assist In tho 
resuscitation of th« Lodge. Application 
was at once made to the Grand Lodge for 
permission to reconstruct Bristol Lodge, 
No. 25, aud tlie first minutes of the resus- 
citated Lodge, held February 10th, 1848, 
shows lhat tbis was granted by the Grand 
Lodge, upon the application of tbe follow- 
ing brethren, ftrmerly members of Bristol 
Lodge, No. 25, to wit:

to wliich was added,the nama of Daniel it. 
Kelm, although be bad not been a, member 
of Bristol Lodge. And upon this day, Feb.

Bristol Lodge rose from its 


ashes, and was reconstructed »nd reorgan-* 
izcd by a special visitation of the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania, R. W. Peter Fritz, 
being Grand Master, aud being accompa-> 
nied by all tbe Grand officers, and several 
ol the Past Grand Masters. 
Charles 9- 
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Richie was duly Installed as the W. M.; 
Jolin Phillips as S. W.; Jaraea K. Scott, J. 
W.; Daniel M.Kelm, Secretary. The Grand 
Master tlicu declared Lodtc, No. 2!j, to be 
regularly re-opened ami reconstructed. A 
special meeting was at one/: Lcld by virtue 
of the sanction and presence of the Grand 
Muter, 
when 
William Kinsey, Allen 


Dowsing and Andrew W. Gilkeson, wore 
separately introduced, and by- virtue of the 
presence of tbe Grand Master, received the 
tlrst degree in Masonry. Tbe Entered Ap- 
prentice Lodge then closed, and a Fellow 
Craft's Lodge being opened, Brothers An- 
drew W. GUkewn, Allen Downing and Wil- 
liam Kinsoy, were separately introduced, 
and passed to the degree of » Fellow Craft 
Mason. Fellow Craft's Lodge was tben 
closed, and a Master Masons' Lode* was 
then opened, and Brother William Kinsey 
was Introduced, and raised to the sublime 
degree of a Master Mason. 


You will therefore observe, my brethren, 


that Brother William Kiiieey, who; thank 
God, it still spared to be with us to-day, is 
not only tbe oldest Past Master, but the 
oldest living member of Bristol Lodge, No. 
25. 


At tbe meeting lield Saturday, March 18, 


1848, Brother William Kicsey was unani- 
mously tilpcted Treasurer of the Lodge, 
wblcb paillion, after a l»ps» of some ycarajp! 
during which he declined to serve in said \ 
capacity, be occupies to-day. He has for a />| 
number of yean been our Representative to 
tbe Grand Lodge, and has ever been distill/ 
gulsbed for bis unremilled zeal and ability )r 
every relation, tending to tho prosperity and 
welfare of tbe Lodge. Ills presence among 
us to-day must he to him, as it undoubtedly 
Is to us,a source of unalloyed pleasure. 
May he long be spared to walk before us 
md teach us as be always has, not only by 
precept, but by tbe more important Influ 
ence of the example ot a well spent life, just 
what a good Mason sbould be. 


Shortly after the Lodgo reorganized, 


lady of Ibis town, long since departed, pre- 
sented it with the ancient jewels and seal 01 
tho Lodge, which, for many years, she had 
guarded with a Jealous care. This was 
Mrs. Martha Toouib, who nlways seems to 
have bad a high regard for the craft, and in 
the house of her husband (so tradition 
says), away back in 1780, the Lodge used 
to meet. Mrs. Toorab died a lew years 
ago in extreme old age. 


Very soon afterwards tlie old Minute- 


Books and Records were restored to the 
Lodge by Brother Watson Comly, of By- 
berry, now deceased, who was, however 
not then a Mason. lie found them upon 
the removal of some rubbiuh in the garret 
of a bouse In Falls Township. 


From the time of the resuscitation of the 


Lodge until the present, It lias marched on- 
ward in unexampled prosperity. The old 
Hall was soon found to be loo small for the 
assemblages of Its member?, and from time 
to time, having carefully considered the 
subject, they finally resolved to erect tbe 
present commodious Hall for the better ac- 
commodation of tbe craft. 


The site of tbe old Hall'was'selected for 


the erection of the new, mid during the 
summer of 1863 tbe toriner was ukeu 
down, and tbe present Hall erected. 


The Building Committee of the new Hal 


consisted of Brothers Lucius Scott, Pngb 
Dungan, James W. Martin, assisted ex- 
offltio by Brothers Allen Downing, William 
Kinsey, Andrew W. Gilkeson, John Dor- 
ranee, and J. H. Schenck, M. D., the Trus- 
tees, who ware all unwearied in their super- 
intendence of tbe work, anil spared neither 
expense nor labor to carry out the object ol 
their appointment. 


The Chairman of the committee, Brother 


P. G. M., Lucius II. Scott, whose death 
wo have so lately been called upon to de- 
plore, deserves more than a passing men- 
tion. After filling with credit all the elec- 
tive offices of Bilslol Lodge, he was by the 
Brethren of the Grand Lodge elected Grand 
Master of Masons in Pennsylvania, which 
station he filled with credit to himself and 
honor to tbe Craft. His life presents the 
record, worthy of imitation by ns all, of a 
man not only devoted to the interest of Ma- 
sonry, but filled with active sympathy and 
DeneVoiencu n»i .11 n»r.hind< In fact, the 
life of an earnest, devoted, Christian Masou , 
and over bis grave, In the churchyard near 
bj, we can truly say : "Murk the perfect 
man and behold the upright, for the end ol 
that man Is peace." 


The new Hall was completed and dedi- 


cated to Masonry, upon Monday, May lit, 
1854, by tbe Grand Master and officers of 
tbe Grand Lodge.' An address was deliver- 
ed in this Church, then, as now, given to 
us for that purpose by the trustees, by R. 
W. Grand Chaplain, J. Lansing Burrows, 
upon the subject:—"What Masonry Re- 
quires of Masons ;" and it was a most elo- 
quent production. Tbe town was crowded 
with strangers, to see the procession from 
the Lodge to ibis Church, and to hear the 
address, and in addition to our irvn Grand 
Officers, the Grand Master and officers of 
the Grand Lodge of New Jersey honored 
us with their presence. 


1 wish, my Brethren, tliat time would 


permit me to tell you all the struggles 
through whifb tbe Lodge paised in their ef- 
forts (now crowned with success) ineutirely 
freeing the present Lodge building trom 
debt, and of the self-sacrificing eflbrls made 
many of the Brethren now before me to se- 
cure tbe desired end, but I cannot, their 
Brethren know them and they have tbe 
proud consciousness of knowing themselves 
just what they did in behalf of tbe Lodge, 
and to the thanks of the Brethren I will 
leave thtm.

had but few occupants, to wit: Daniel M. 
Keim, Andrew W. Gilkeson, John D. Men- 
deuhall, Lewis M. Whartvn, Charles E. 
Scott, our present worthy Secretary, to 
whom I am largely indebted for rnateiUl in 
the preparation of this address. 


The Lodge now numbers 140 membeis, 


and is In the most flourishing condition in 
every possible way. 
Her members are 


widely scattered, but it does me good, 
Brethren, to see so many of you here to-day. 
I recognize faces I have not seen in tbe 
Lodge for some years. 


As our ancient Brethren of the Lodge 


law tbe struggle for American liberty 
brought to a lucceafiil end, so have, we wit- 
nessed tbe struggle for the preservation "of 
fi-es government. As Bristol Lodge was 
loyal during the Revolution, so was it loyal 
during the late war of tbe Rebellion. Many 
of the Brethren went forth to do battle for 
"God and Liberty," during those dark days, 
when tbe fate of tbe nation seemed bang- 
Ing by a thread. 
Thank God we haw wit- 


Dewed tbe successful termination of the 
war against that-most unholy rebellion, and 
tbe full and. complete triumph of tbe right. 
Many of oar Brethren returned from tbe 
war with honor; some were brought back 
cold and at iff In death, and lie buried in the 
<juiet country churchyards near which they' 
were bora; - one of tbe best and bravest, 
Brother H. Ctay Beatty, sleeps the sleep 
that knows no waklog until tbe resurrec- 
tion, under the Jocust trees of yonder church- 
yard. One, ami perhaps two, I am told, 
bleep iu nameless' graves, with strange 
•outbern wild floweis blooming over them, 


—buried after tbe battle' among the ''un- 
known dead." 


And now, my Biethron, my task Is done 


—very Imperfectly done, i know, but done 
with the sincere desire to perpetuate the 
deeds and Dames of tbo good and true men 
who founded aud continued Bristol Lodge, 
No. 25. I could speak on for hours, aud 
still leave much untold of tbe past history 
of tbe Lodge. I have not attempted, bow- 
ever, to relate anything in reference to our 
past history, save that which I thought 
would bo of Interest lo an assemblage not 
entirely made up of Masons. 


To tbe Masons present I recommend a 


careful reading of the old Minute-Books, 
and I will guarantee it will pay thpui for 
the time thus spent. 


Brethren, beloved, although this Centen- 


nial 
Anniversary calls 
forth 
feelings 


of pride and pleasure, yet at the same time, 
to my mind at least, these feelings are 
mingled with sadness. None within the 
sound of my voice can every expect lo wit- 
ness the second Centennial of Bristol Lodge, 
No. 25, and it Is also too much to believe 
that any of our children will live lo do so 


God grant, however, that the Lodge may 


continue here and celebrate her second 
Ceutennlal,and that at tbat second Centen- 
nial some worthy Brother occupying my 
place, and recounting the history of the 
' mndred years to come, may be able to say 


>f us as I am able to say of our forefathers 


'and predecessors in the Lodge, they were 
good men and true ; they lived quiet, hon- 
est, peaceable lives, and transmitted the 
teneta of their noble and venerable society 
to their children's children. Aud also to 
say of us, as we, looking back over their 
livo, can say of them : 


"Lives of good mon all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime; 
And departing, lo i~re behind us, 
Footprints on the sands of time." 


After the address, which was listened to 


with close attention, the "Gloria" from Mo- 
zart's Twelfth 
Mass, was sung by the 


Choral Society. This was followed by the 
oration of Past Master Clifford P. MacCalla 
editor of The Keystone. It was an elo- 
quent portraiture of Free Masoniy, clothec 
iu beautiful imagery, and presenting it fronj 
its poetic side, and showing the nobility of 
its cardinal principles: Faith in God, nope 
in Immortality, aud Charity for all man- 
kind. "Fatinllza March," by the orchestra 
served as a brilliant introductory lo the 
closing exercise,, which, led by the Chora! 
Society,.was joined in by Ihe eutire audi- 
ence, whose united voices made the build- 
ing resound with the immoital lines o 
Scotland's favorite bard,

Lodge, No. 25, A. T. M., 1780—1880. The 
tables were arranged in handsome style, re- 
flecting great credit upon Brother La Tiartli, 
caterer, under whose skillful direction the 
banquet was prepared, and who deserves 
especial mention for the success of every-

I n responding to this toast, on behalf o' 


.be visiting brethren, 1 am sure 1 speak 
Tom the hearts of All of them, in saying we 
eel it Is good to be here, and to join with 
you in the celebration of this centennial an- 
niveraary of the institution of your Lodge. 


One hundred years ago the officeis of Ihe 


Grand Lodge met here a little band—tie 
fathers of those who have worked and 
served here since—and formed them into a 
Lodge of Free Masons ; giving ti> t'-pin the 
honors and privileges ol a Lodge, and en- 
joined upon them the cultivation of the 
knowledge peculiar to the Craft, and the ob- 
servance and practice of the principles and 
virtues which ought to be and are taught in 
the Lodge room. 


How -well those fathers worked, we may 


know in part, bv tbo results which followed 
them. 
But we catch only partial and far 


off glimpses of the past. There is a glam- 
our" over it that allows us to see only the 
prominent and often Uistoited points iu the 
"history. 
The strong features alone aie 


brought iuto view. We are apt to regaid 
men of the past as great arid good, or as ig- 
norant and vicious, according to the little 
we hear of them, the one way or the other. 
We canuot know them as they were. 


And so, too, of the distant 
preseuf. 


Tbo farther the subject looked upon is 
from us, the more imperfect is our view, 
and the more deceptive is the picture. For 
frequently men are great or mean, good or 
bad, honest or cortupt, in proportion to Ibe 
distance at which we see them. 
We must 


come near lo sen them as they are. 
We 


must know them well to estimate them at 
their true worth. As we approach them 
closely our admiration is apt to grow less, 
and our prejudices against them to vanish 
altogether. They become as other men we 
have known from our childhood, ueither 
supremely great and good, nor yet entirely 
selh'sb and bad. Generally, we find the 
good to predominate, aud the closer we 
come to our fellow men, the belter we know 
them, the moie good we find in them, and 
the better wo like them. 


Ignorance begets suspicion and hatred; 


solitude breeds selfishness. 


"Lands intersected by a narrow I'nth 
Abber ;cach other. Mountains interposed 
Make enemies of nations, which had else. 
Lite kindred diopa been mingle! into one." 
Communion with our fellow men besets re- 
spect and confidence, and promotes our love 
for humanity. It makes us less selfish and 
more mindful of their rights, the wishes and 
interests of others; more charitable for 
them and their opinions. 


if the North and the South had known 


each other as they ought, there would have 
been no War of the Rebellion. ' 


All associations- that bring men closer to- 


gether, and unite them in good works, or 
even for purposed of enjoyment, tbat are 
harmless in themselves, tend to make them 
better men. The common purpose, their 
better acquaintance, invito them to charita- 
ble feelings and kindly deeds. 


"As iron sharpeneth iron, so doth the 


countenance of a man his friends," 


This is one (-if the great alms of Masonry, 


and all kindred institutions. It would bo 
well if we met together oftener; that our 
visits to each other were more fiequent 
than they are. They would make us to 
know eacu other butter, to increase onr mu- 
tual confidence and regard, and promote an 
emulation as- to who could best work and 
best agree. 


And is there not reason to hope that such 


visits would tend also to promote our rev- 
erence for the great Architect whom we all 
profess to serve, otir obedience to his laws, 
and our rendering acceptable worship in the 
doing of good to his creatures? 


Bro. Watson T. Sooy, of Lodge No. 339, 


New York, also responded with an appro- 
priate song. In response to the next toast, 
"Woman," Hon. Bro. George Lear, of 
Doylestown, spoke eloquently of the support 
derived by man in his business or profes- 
sional duties from a true wife or mother, 
claiming that the presence aud encourage- 
ment of woman was a powerful spur to ac- 
tion in man. Ilia address was adorned by 
many choice bits of poetry, and enlivened 
by thrusts at tbo miserable lives led by old 
bachelors which were keenly enjoyed by tbe 
brethren. Bro. James Lyndall, of Bristol, 
then recited "Sheridan's Ride" in his usual 
happy style. "The Day We Celebrate" 
was responded to by Bro. Charles E. Scott, 
ofBristoi, who, after a touching tribute (o 
those who had passed Irani earth during his 
connection with the lodge, struck a humor- 
ous vein, and embodied local hits in quaint 
traditions to show the antiquity of Free 
Masonry ' in Bristol. In rising to respond 
to the "The Press," Bro. Runkle, of the 
Philadelphia Ledger, said, "Without tbe 
press your lodges would be nowhere." In 
the course of his remarks he commented 
upon the historical address delivered by 
Bro. Gilkeson, affirming "tbat during the 
twenty-two years in which he had been 
connected with the press he had never 
heard a more foudse or able production cf 
the kind, showing, as it did, not only a 
close, careful research and thorough famil- 
iarity with the subject, but an abilily to se- 
lect from a prsraiscuous mass of matter the 
most interesting features, and to present 
them in such an agreeable manner as should 
not weary his audience. 
He said that 


whilst the Lodge had icason to be proud of 
its record, it had equiii cause to be proud 
of the fact that from its own membership 
could be furnished such an able and accom- 
plished hisloiian. After a tew words of 
congratulation to officers and members of 
Ihe lodge from Gland Master Nesbit, the 
brethren dispersed, each feeling assured that 


the evening's enjoyment would bear the 


test of the rooming's reflection."

THE MANLINESS OF CUBIST. 


Many persons would not have expected 


from Mr. Thomas Hughe's', author of "Tom 
Brown's School Days," such a distinctively 
religious work as the one Before us. But 
Mr. Hughes seems to be a deeply religious 
man, 
with strong benevolent dispositions. 


He 
explains In an introduction to the 


book, of which the greater part baa appeared 
iu thu ma;azi;iL', Good Words. j,bat while 
consideiing what method it would be best 
for him to adopt in some Sunday afternoon 
readings he proposed (o give a small class 
in an institution in London,called the Work- 
ingmun's College, he received a communica- 
tion from tome unknown correspondents in 
northern English towns, suggesting the 
establishment of a new association to be 
called "The Christian Guild." Tha pro- 
moters of the Guild were persons living in 
towns,some of which had lately gained a bud 
reputation for sayage assaults and crimes 
of violence. To'roSSi the class which had 
been the cause of this leputation the Young 
Men's Christian Associations in the towns 
aforesaid had failed altogether, from a belief 
tbat such associations (ltd not cultivate 
individual manliness iu their members. 
And therefore" 1C Was proposed to make 


attempt 
to 
revive the 
muscular 


Chi istianity of twenty-live years ago, and 
thus by attracting vigorous and energetic 
young men give by degrees a higher tone to 
tlio spurts and occupations which absorb 
the spare time and energies of young En- 
glishmen. Mr. Hughes did not see his own 
way clear to joining in the proposed move- 
ment. But, the proposition set him think- 
ing, and be was obliged to admit that 
Christianity, as usually expounded, does 
appeal habitually and mainly to men's 
fears—to that iu them which Is timid and 
shrinking, rather than to that which is 
couiageuus and outspoken. This view of 
Christianity Mr. Hughes believes to be an 
entire mistake, and he therefore put himself 
to woik In the Sunday afternoon readings 
to which we have alluded, to proving the 
manliness of thy Founder of ChristUiiity. 
Mr. Iltiglies writes m his usual dhect and 
forcible m inner,1 and few, <re think, will 
deny that he has nude out his casu. He 
draws a distinction between manliness and 
courage, maintaining that courage is an 
animal quality, shared by man with the 
bulMog ami other animals, and a chapter on 
'The Tests of Manliness" is written with 
much acutenpss. The volume, which 1s 
one of the beautiful productions of the 
Rivetside press, may becalled aiobust little 
book, and there is included in it an address 
delivered-by Mr. Hughes at Clifton College 
in October, 1870.
